Section 6.2 Construction Certification by a 
Registered Professional

site plan, including the requirement to sub- 
mit a certification letter that the storm water 
management facilities have been installed 
in compliance with the storm water man- 
agement plan, "as-built" drawings, and 
other requirements specified in the section. 


Section 6.3 Letter of Compliance 

This section requires the agent to issue a 
letter of compliance after receiving the cer- 
tification letter. 


ARTICLE Vil STOP WORK ORDERS & EN- 
FORCEMENT ACTION 


Section 7.1 Stop Work Orders 

AThis section provides authority to the 
agent to issue stop work orders related to vi- 
olations of the ordinance. 


Section 7.2 Enforcement 
This section provides that a violation of the 
ordinance is a municipal civil infraction and 


imposes a fine up to $500.00, provides that 
each day the ordinance is violated is a sep- 
arate violation, and permits the agent on 
behalf of the local unit of government to 
take action to abate any violation of the or- 
dinance, which is declared to be a public 
nuisance. 


Section 7.3 Emergency Action 

This section authorizes the agent, through 
a circuit court abatement action, to seek a 
court order for entry onto private property 
for the purpose of initiating emergency ac- 
tion to abate imminent and substantial dan- 
ger and risk to public safety or water 
resources. The property owner shall reim- 
burse the local unit of government and/or 
Charlevoix County for the expenses in- 
curred. 


ARTICLE Vill APPEALS 


Section 8.1 Creation of Appeals Board 

This section creates an appeals board of 
five (5) members, with the membership and 
organizational structure being specified in 
an intergovernmental agreement and re- 
quires the appeals board to comply with 
the open meetings act. 


Section 8.2 Right of Appeal 

This section provides a right of appeal to 
any person aggrieved by the action or inac- 
tion of the agent related to the ordinance, 
which appeal must be filed with the appeals 
board clerk within 30 days of the decision 
being appealed. 


Section 8.3 Appeals Process 

This section specifies the procedures for 
the appeal, including the notice require- 
ments, the required fee, and the determina- 
tions to be made by the appeals board.
